RECAPITULATIONS. 





The Committee find that the accounts of the Selectmen and of 
the Treasurer have been kept with commendable accuracy and clear- 
ness, and that their books balance with each other; and that the 
affairs of the Town Farm, and of the Liquor Agency have been 
faithfully and prudently managed, as far as they can judge from an 
examination of their respective accounts. 


The incidental expenses of the town, amounting to the unusually 
large sum of $1,834 16 can be explained by stating the fact that

One or two trusty agents, with two-thirds the tax in money, could 
probably keep our highways in efficient repair. 


They would also recommend that the conveniences for boarding 


Paupers on the Town Farm be enlarged, and that the Town and ‘ 


County paupers should be more generally kept onthe Farm. Also, 
that enquiries be made as to devising some means for the profitable 
employment of more of the paupers while on the farm.
